It seems to me though, that we 
should give a little more considera- 
tion to any enemy—soil erosion." th" 
speaker declared. 


Dr. Bennett, a pioneer in the study 


of soil erosion, its cause and its con- 
trol, reminded 
that Arkansas 
agri- 


cultural lands are not exempt 
from 


this enormous toll. He cited a survey 
which revealed that between two and 
three per cent of the farm land had 
been destroyed for any productive vise 
by erosion and that more than 11.1)011.- 
000 acres are affected by moderate tn 
severe erosion. 


"Die man who since !!).'',:! has direct- 


ed die nation-wide program to con- 
serve soil and the farm resources of 
water, timber and wildlife sounded 
a warning that the United States must 
reduoble its efforts "to defend and 
conserve the soil and to make ad- 
justments in land economy."

decadence lies ahead." he declared. 


Dr. Bennett, in discussing .some of 


the things responsible for the exten- 
sive erosion 
damage in the 
United 


States, said that "the very vastness 
of our natural resources gave birth to 
a fal.^e philosophy of inexhaustibility." 


In the last quarter of a century, 


considerable effort has been made in 
the South to control soil erosion, the 
service chief said. Experimental work 
on measuring rainfall runoff and soil 
losses was instrumental 
in the de- 


velopment of a ne wconcept of land 
treatment for the control of runoff and 
erosion and economic land use. Dr. 
Bennett pointed out. 


"This new concept first found ex- 


pres-Sicin in the objectives of the soil 
erosion service, an emergency organ- 
isation created in the department of 
the interior in 1933." he continued. 
"Brietly stated, this concept is: the ap- 
plication of u '.veil rounded, co-ordinat- 
ed program of erosion control, using 
all known adopted methods in treat- 
ing the different kinds of land in ac- 
cordance with their needs and adapta- 
bilities.
